length of Bill Williams Fork, covering
the recently located dam sites of the
Pittsburg company. 1t has long been
| the intention of the government to pul
a dum oo the Bill Willinms Fork, at
Striped Caunyon, from which point
water could be carried by flume and
tunnel onto the vallevs of Yums
county, the most fertile part ol the
greal southwest. These lands nare
adopted to the eulture of oranges, ban-
and, lemons, pineapples and other
tropical and semi tropical froits.
